Holley Has High 
Hopes For Bill 


Represeutative Jimmy 
Holley said this week there is 
a strong chance his bills plac- 
ing all county officials on a 
Salary rather than the fee 
system will pass the legisla- 
ture during this special ses- 
sion. The bill passed the 
House on schedule and due to 
the delay in passing the educa- 
tion budget, it was passed out 
of committee in the Senate 
after a delay caused by an 
oversight. 

Holley said he expected the 
bill to pass if the Senate passed 
any local legislation. 

The bills are actually con- 
Stitutional amendments and 
must be voted on by the entire 
State. There is a clause in 
the bill assuring ‘he other 
people of Alabama .nat if the 
bill is not approved in Coffee 
County, it will not become law. 
With this type wording, most 
people ignore voting on the 
amendment or vote yes. Most 
Statewide newspapers recom- 
mend that voters let local 


people decide their own ways 
Therefore, probably in Jan- 
uary, the voters in Coffee 
County will be able to de- 
cide how they want these of- 
ficials paid.

The world of yesteryear, 
when the riverboat was the 
center of the social and eco- 
nomic worlds of many people, 
will return to the only re- 
maining ante-bellum business 
district in the United States 
Guests will see the old Selma 
brought back to life as side- 
walk artists, musicians, food 
vendors and actors show off 
their talents 

With the Dixieland Jazz 
as the background, there will 
‘be antiques, dried flowers. 
homemade quilts, cane-weav- 
ing, sidewalk painting, art and 
hundreds of other items being 
sold right on the street. Inthe 
food line there will be barbe- 
cue, cake, corn on the cob, 
shrimp, chicken and more 

A huge parade, beginning 
at °:30 a.m. will pass through 
the middle of town, and finish 
up in the Market on the river- 
bank. It will include bands 
from across the state, as well 
as various floats. Old cars 
and horse-drawn buggies will 
carry Southern Belles as a 
Special attraction in the par-

This day is designed to 
bring about the restoration of 
the beautiful old buildings on 
the now famous Water Ave- 
hue.

Confronted by a 22 percent 
jump in the cost of the natural 
gas it distributes, the South- 
east Alabama Gas District has 
raised its owngeneral service 
rates an average of eight to 
nine percent 

New rates, applicabletoall 
domestic customers of the big 
utility, will be effective on all 
fas consumption reflected by 
meter readings after Novem- 
ber 20, 1975, accordingtoR.J 
Smith, manager 

‘We are always reluctant 
to increase our rates,’ Smith 
Said. ‘‘We have announced 
very few rate increases in 
our 20 years of operation, 
and we have made each in 
crease as small as possible, 
consistent with the District's 
Obligations to its customers 
and bond holders.’ 

An advertisement else- 
where in this issue of THE 
ELBA CLIPPER sets out pre- 
and post-November 20 rates 
Representative increases: On 
8,000 cubic feet per month, 
the bill goes from $18.63 to 
$20.17. On 30,000 cubic feet, 
the increase is from $55.63 
to $61.57 

There will be no increase 
in the mimimum bill (up to 
300 cubic feet per month), 
which remains at $1.85 

In discussing the new rates 
from his office in Andalusia, 
Smith reminded Gas District 
customers that they are ex- 
pected to mail their monthly 
Payments to their ‘‘home”’ 
District office -- the office 
nearest their gas meters 

‘‘We have been getting a 
good many checks in Anda- 
lusia,"’ he explained, ‘‘which 
should have been addressed to 
branch offices. This puts an 
extra burden on our Andalusia 
employees, and delays proper 
credit to the customer's ac- 
count.’’

Electric Board of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, all ofits elec- 
tric power requirements and 
all of the electric power re- 
quirements of its consumers 
under an agreement dated as 
of March 1, 1975, and 

WHEREAS, the City of 
Elba is willing to grant a 
franchise to Alabama Elec- 
tric Cooperative, Inc. for a 
period of thirty (30) years to 
enable the Cooperative to fur- 
nish such electric power re- 
quirements under the afore- 
Said agreement. 

NOW, THEREFORE, Be it 
ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Elba, Alabama, 
as follows: 

1. Alabama Electric Coop- 
erative, Inc., an electric coop- 
erative corporation organized 
and existing under the laws of 
the State of Alabama, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, is here- 
by grante' ihe right, authority, 
easement, privilege and fran- 
chise to construct, erect, ope- 
rate and maintain its trans- 
mission lines over, under, 
along and upon and across 
all avenues. streets, alleys 
and public places in the City 
of Elba as they now exist or 
may hereafter be laid out or 


repair, replace, maintain and 
reconstruct such poles, tow- 
ers, conductors, cables, 
crossarms, guy wires, 
braces, transformers, and all 
other properties or appurten- 
ances and facilities neces- 
Sary or convenient for the 
transmission, delivering, 
generating, storing, or fur- 
nishing of such electric ener- 
gy or current to the City of 
Elba and its consumers for 
all purposes for which elec- 
tric energy. or electric cur- 
rent may now or hereafter 
be used; and also, the right, 
privilege and authority to do 
and perform any andall things 
necessary, convenient or ex- 
pedient for the maintenance 
and operation of said facili- 
ties to furnish said electric 
energy or electric current 
as aforesaid : 

2. The rights, privileges. 
authority and franchise grant- 
ed herein shall continue for a 
period of thirty (30) years 
from acceptance of said fran- 
chise by Alabama Electric 
Cooperative, Inc., which shall 
be evidenced by filing with 
the City Clerk a written st- 
atement stating such accept- 
ance This ordinance shall 
take effect upon approval by 
the Mayor

SHADOW OF A LEGEND 
It is with a heavy heart and 
the keen disappointment of a 


life unfulfilled that I write 
these lines. A truer friend 
than Audrey Williams I've 
never had. Although we disa 
greed on occasions, as ft 
lends sometimes do, we still 
remained firm friends until 
the end 

It goes back a long way 
I can remember Hank, Sr 


playing for my brother James 
when he ran for governor and 
was elected in 1946. There 
was Audrey - with the man 
she loved until the day she 
died. 

Even after his death she 
never stopped loving that 
lanky, talented, song-writing, 
Singing son-of-a-gun who be- 
came a legend inhisowntime 
It was reported, and I’m sure 
it’s true that at the time of 
his death he had over 50 songs 
which were unpublished 

Theirs was a beautiful but 
hectic life. When the Mont- 
gomery troubadour’ wrote 
songs, the Banks, Alabama, 
wife helped promote them 
saw to it that they got re- 
corded and made all the busi- 
ness arrangements In her 
prime Audrey Williams be- 
came about the most respected 
businesswoman on the Nash- 
ville scene. 

As Hank's popularity grew, 
she was there by his side - 
encouraging, loving and above 
all, with a sense of dedicated 
loyalty. That Alabama boy 
used: to. play the ‘‘WPA 
Blues’’ for my late brother- 
in-law, Ross Clark Ross 
woul give him $2.00 and 
Hank never failed to make a 
regular weekly appearance 

Thus, the legend began. 

And Audrey stood in the 
shadow of that legend 

One of Hank Sr.’s award- 
winning albums was entitled 
‘Beyond The Sunset."’ It was 
a prophetic ballad which went 
like this: , Beyond The Sun- 
set, Oh Blissful Morning 
When With Our Savior, Heav’n 
Is Begun.’’ Now, Audrey, too, 
is in that land of warm and 
reverent faith...the wonderful 
world which lies ...‘‘Beyond 
The Sunset."’ 

She requested that the Rev 
Bob Harrington, ‘‘The Chap- 
lain of Bourbon Street read 
the song at her funeral. He, 
too, was a personal friend 
She did not go wanting. 

After Hank Sr.’s untimely 
death in West Virginia in 1952, 
Audrey took upthe role of wid- 
owhood and raised her two 
children, Lycrecia, a daughter 
from a previous marriage, and 
Hank, Jr. She was an unfail- 
ing mother and a no-nonsense 
businesswoman. 

Gold records poured in 
from everywhere. Who could 
forget such memorable songs 
‘like “‘Lovesick  Blues,”’ 
“Honky Tonk Blues,’’ ‘‘Why 
Don't You Love Me,"’ ‘‘Wed- 
ding Bells,’’ ‘*Lost Highway,” 
“Lonesome Whistle,’ ‘‘May 
You Never Be Alone,’ ‘Crazy 
Heart,’’ *‘Jambalaya,”’ andthe 
immortal ‘Cold, Cold Heart.’ 
Don't forget the unforgettable 
“Your Cheatin’ Heart.’ The 
list could go on and on. 

After an early morning 
service at Troy last Friday, 
Audrey was returned to Mont- 
gomery where hundreds of 
friends and relatives saw her 


tery next to Hank, Sr 

They came from every- 
where-- Doyle Turner and his 
wife, Bernice, members ofthe 
old Hank Williams unit, ‘‘The 
Drifting Cowboys’ came from 
Jonesboro, Arkansas They 
broadcasted live from the 
Jeff Davis Hotel on WSFA 


radio inthe middle 40's. Doyle 
was the steel guitar man, Ber- 
hice played guitar and Audrey 
played bass. And Hank, Sr 
played fiddle and sang 
Country and Western 
Ferlin Husky and his wife 
Marvis also attendéd the fun- 
eral. Merl Kilgore and music 


publisher Wesley Rhodes 
traveled from Nashville to pay 
their respects. And Sam 
Phillips, a longtime _close 
friend of ours, flew in from 
Florida to attend the funeral. 
Gov. Wallace and Cornelia 
were among the state digni- 
taries there. Hank, Jr. and 


Audrey are big Wallace sup- 
porters. Lil Hank played at 
Wallace rallies and functions. 
Although still recuperating 
from that fateful 500-foot fall 
in Missoula, Montana, I 
thought Lil Hank looked fine 
and held up well during the 
services for his mother. 
Audrey wrote these lines 
for Hank, Sr., and I think she 
would like for me to share 
them with you. 
“Thank you for all the love 
you gave me 
There could be one no stronger 
Thank you for the many beau- 
tiful songs you left me 
They will live long and longer. 


Thank you for being a won- 
derful father to Lycrecia 

She loved you more than you 
knew ‘ 

Thank you for our precious 
son 

And thank God he looks so 
much like you. 


And now I say there are no 

words in the dictionary 
That can express my love for 
you. 


Someday beyond the blue’’.....

PRESERVING TOP SOIL 

When the Pilgrims sat 
down totheir famous feast over 
300 years ago, they ace food 
harvested from a rich nine 
inches of topsoil. Today this 
precious crust on the surface 
of our American earth, through 
the forces of wind and water, 
has been gradually reduced 
to an average 5 or 6 inch 
layer. 

While nature can producean 
inch of topsoil every 500-600 
years, the erosion process, 
set in motion by man’s inter- 
vention in nature’s balance, 
takes off about an inch every 
100 years. The irreplaceable 
topsoil is, as we know, a vital 
element in sustaining all life. 
In fact, our survival depends 
on it. 

The most effective means of 
conserving rare and costly 
topsoil in your yard is to use 
a variety of plant life. Shrubs, 
flowers, vines and grass plant- 
ed on steep slopes will slow 
the harmful effects of water, 
not only by holding the soil 
in place with deep-running 
roots but also by breaking up 
raindrops as they falltoearth. 

We may not: be able to put 
back the soil lost since our 
Mayflower ancestors  har- 
vested their first crops, but 
we can honor their memory 
ami serve ourselves and our 
children by making wise use 
of the land that remains. 


FATS AND OILS 

Most fats and oils need 
protection from air, heat and 
light. Fats and oils in partly 
filled containers keep longer 
if they're moved to smaller 
containers which have little 
air space. 

Store butter, fat drippings 
and margarine tightly wrapped 
or covered in the refrigerator. 
These products are best when 
used within two weeks. 

Keep only as much butter 
or margarine in your refrig- 
erator as you need for immed- 
iate use. And don’t let butter 
or margarine stand for long 
periods at room temperature 
since exposure to heat and 
light speeds up spoilage. 

Keep small amounts of cook- 
ing and salad oil at room temp- 
erature and use before flavor 
changes. For long storage, 
keep oils in the refrigerator.

Ifthe oil gets cloudy or solid 
in the refrigerator, it will be- 
come clear and liquid again if 
warmed to room temperature 

Most firm shortenings and 
lard have been stabilized by 
hydrogenation. These short- 
enings can be stored, covered, 
at room temperature without 
damaging the flavor. Unstab- 
ilized lard should be kept in 
the refrigerator. 


APPLES 
If you're planning on freez- 
ing apple pie slices -- select 
only full flavored apples that 
are crisp and firm, not mealy 
in texture. Sirup pack is us- 
ually preferred for apples to 
be used for fruit cocktail or 
uncooked dessert. 
Applesauce to be frozen 
should be carefully packed into 


containers that allow “head 
space” then just seal and 
freeze. 

CHICKEN 


Several types of chicken 
are available at the meat case 
or the frozen food section of 
the supermarket. Broiler - 
fryer chickens are marketed 
at seven to nine weeks of age 
and range from 2to3.5 pounds. 
This bird accounts for 90 per- 
ceut of all chickens sold. In 
the store, they are called 
broiling chicken:, fryers and 
sometimes roasting chickens. 

Roasters are marketed at 
16 weeks of age and weigh 3.5 
to 6 pounds. Capons are larger 
birds that weigh 4 to 7 pounds. 
The capon is a male chicken, 
about 16 weeks old, that has 
been surgically desexed. Rock 
Cornish hens are small, spe- 
cially-bred chickens, weigh- 
ing 1.5 pounds. 

Whatever kind of chicken 
you buy, remember it’s per- 
ishable and should be refrig- 
erated as soon as possible 
after buying. Chicken is at 
its best in the refrigerator 
for up to two days. You can 
leave tray packed chicken in 
its wrapping, but rinse, pat 
dry and repack multi-packed 
chickens in clean bags. 

You can freeze uncooked 
chicken whole or in parts, 
using moisture - vapor - 
wrapping. Home 
frozen chicken will last four 
to six months.

The Elba City Council 
postponed several items of 
business Tuesday night duetoa 
need for more information and 
a desire by several members 
to attend the Elba-New Brock- 
ton basketball game.

Two Arrested For 
House Shooting 


Wednesday afternoon 
Coffee County Sheriff Neil

According to law officers, 
several shots were fired into 
the home of Mr. Forrest Par- 
rish about 10:00 p.m.

In addition to the responsi— 
bility of developing and im- 
plementing an areawide health 
plan and reviewing and 
approving areawide health 
projects, the staff of the new 
agency must provide techni- 
cal assistance to the health 
organizations and irstitutions 
within the area.
